EVIDENCE BEf'OHE THK LORDS' 
COMMITTEE ON COLONIZATION. 
On Wedneada-y we gave a. general outline 
of their Lardshina' Aeport j tve shall now 
take a rapid view of those portions of the 
Minutes- of Evidence which relafe more 
tmediateiy to the Australian cblonita, 
The first wilness, in (he order of eu- 
minaiion, rvho aprjeared before the Com- 
mtltee ns representing New South WaJea, 
was Lieutenant- Colonel M«c* mutn. This 
gentleman, although he has not resided 
in the colony since tarly infaney, liaviug 
aince that time only vitiited it, hu yet 
always taken a great inlcrest in ita affairs. 
He speaks of its deficiency of labour as 
an evil of the greatest magnitude ; bolh a 
social and a political evil ; a social evil, be- 
cause it creates the greatest corapettton 
amongst employ en for the services of 
lahoutets; and a political evil, because, 
inch a state of things lends to promote a 
democracy , He puts in statistics to show 
its prodigious increase in the production 
of wool, lie advocates the policy of an 
emigration loan, of which the interest 
would he paid and the princip&UveQtually 
replaced by the profile. from the 
labour introduced by its means. He 
stales -what hat been done and is doing in 
the culture of the vine and of olives, the 
production of ailk, and the breeding of 
hotses for exportation to India, ; ant! iu 
relation to these branches of industry, 
which are capable of future extension, the 
want of abundant and cheap labour is an 
insurmountable liar lo their successful 
progress— a liar winch no individual 
can surmount, and which no 
aggregate of individuals, as a colony, 
can overcome, without the assistance of 
the mother country. He thinks that very 
many of the Irish labtHtrers, particularly 
the people of Connaught, would be ad- 
mirably suited to the occupation of herds- 
men and ,shep herds ; and lhat the children 
who now enouutber the poor -houses tn 
Ireland might be introduced into the 
Australian colonies with very great ad- 
vantage.* Colonel M. Whs examined a 
second lime : and on this occasion he de' 
livered in icepy of the petition presented 
lo Lhe Govermoii this time last year re- 
specting the scarcity of labour, and of 
His ExctLLEsev's reply. Colonel M. 
adds, that for want of labour in the co- 
lony, "its roads are literally impassible, 
ita harvests un reaped, and in many in- 
stances its flocks unshorn. " 

Neit comes Mr, Eit-Juatice Willis. 
A* may be supposed, the information de- 
rived by their lordships from this gentle- 
man was a very tiny modicum. It would 
hardly be supposed, howe ve^.-jjtat .evejl 
Mr. Willis, imrauf.," "' n j he w'* L 
during his residence here, in his 
courts and his law libraries, could have

give their lordships to undei stand 
that we get lhe greater part of our wheat 
from the shores of the rncific, and 0/ our 
maiseffom Nea> Zealand ! 0 says his 
evidence, 

Mr. BtunLEv-, of Goulburn, being 
asked how long lie has resided ill lhe co- 
lony, informs their Lordships lhat lie is a 
native uf it. He states that he has 10,000 
sheep, which pasture over alnut 100,0110 
acres ; but that Mr. Uoyn, who is 01m of 
the largest sEockholdera in (lie colony, 
must, he thinlrs, have frurn 150,000 to 
200,000 sheep. He explains how many 
sheep should go to a flock ; how many 
shepherds a flosk should have ; how many 
acres are required to feed a sheep; how 
the shearing is managed ; how shepherds 
are paid, fed, and lodged ; how the car- 
casses of sheep are disposed of ; how far 
from the coast grazing has been extended ; 
with many other particulars which must 
have appeared to the Commit tee both curi- 
qub and interesting, He sets them right 
as to the facts misrepresenled by ivlr. 
Wiu-ts. The production of grain 
and other agricultural produce, were 
the labouring population more dense, 
could, ho says, be carried to any extent, 
there being vast quantities of land fit for 
agricultural purposes. There ate open 
forests, and a great number of clear plains 
ivithuut timber ; in many places you have 
nothing to do hut la put the plough in at 
once 1 the agricultural resources of |he 
colony are almost loundlesj ; corn, could 
be produced to any extent, When he 
left Sydney the price of grain was Very 
low indeed, and ia {generally very low. 
He fancies that there is no country in the 
world in which both bread mid meat are 
so cheap as in New Sooth Wales, The 
want of labourers to ga into the hush is 
the most pressing want in tlie colony, 
The almost total cessation of emigration 
he attributes to the want of a land fund, 
and the diminution of the land fund 
chiefly, if not entirely, to the increased 
price of land : lh.cre has been very little 
land purchased since the price was raised 
to twenty shillings an acre. He spec! lies 
the causes and describes the effects of the 
monetary revulsion of 1843 : but even 
then there was no diminution of the real 
rejomcea of the colony ; for he considers 
that during that period of depression, the 
colony itself was as prosperous as ever it 
was. His attention being called to the 
question of emigration, Mr. Btutaer 
would say that the Sydney district alone 
would absorb at least 10,000 emigrants 
annually, and the Port Phillip district 
would easily lake 5,000 j meaning that 
there is room for 15,000 agricultural la- 
bourers and shepherds, including in (hat 
number men, women, and children. Of 
course, if the number of settlers going 
out to purchase land increased, the ab- 
sorption of labour would, as a natural re- 
sult, increase in porporlion ; the more so, 
as many of those who go out as labourers, 
after being in the colony a very short 
period, become themselves employers! of 
labour. An augmentation of the supplies 
of labour would, to a great extent, increase 
the tendency to invest new capital from 
England; but ktfeart that white the price 
of land is kept tip at 20j. an acre, «ery 
few English capitaihtu vjitt gti to settle in 
Ih* colony. As to the squatting system, 
no doubt the necessity fur purchasing 
land is diminished to (hose who occupy 
it ; but if the Crown land was sold at a 
reasonable price, he thinks others would 
purchase'; and although the squat- 
ters ought to hive every fair en- 
couragement given them to use the land 
Until it is required for purchase, still he 
thinks if they do not purchase it them- 
selves, Ihey ought not to complain if they 
have to make room for others who do, 
The Committee put several gusstioiu to 
Mr, Bnanur, which, as we infer, indicate 
lome disposition on their part to recom- 
mend that an emigration fund be formed 
by joint and equal contributions from the 
British and Colonial Treasuries. They 
ask him if such a proposition were made 
to the colony in its present condition, 
how he conceives it would be 
received? And he answers that 
he thinks it would be re- 
ceived with great satisfaction. Re is 
asked as to the stale of our roads, and 
tells their Lordships that Ihey are in abad 
state generally ; there is no country in 
the world that is so badly off for roads; 
especially as there are no navigable rivers 
in the colony; and the means of trans- 
port are very difficult and very expensive. 
Supposing that emigration were earned 
on at any particular time beyond the 
power of immediate absorption in the 
colony itself, there would be nu dinlculty 
in applying tbe labour of such ernigraut» 
profitably in iraprbving the communica- 
tions and means of transit. Such em- 
ployment would have an immediate ten- 
dency to give increased value to the un- 
occupied lands towards 'or through which 
such new communications were made ; 
and lie is confident that if sufficient 
labour could be obtained, railways 
would he commenced almost imme- 
diately. There were several meet' 
ings upon the subject before lie left the 
colony, and a very great desire was 
expressed by the people generally that 
railways should be commenced ; but the 
want of labour was felt to be an insur- 
mountable obstacle. Their lordships en- 
quired between what point* he would sug- 
gest that a railway would he desirable j 
he replies, in the tint place between Syd- 
ney and Goulburn, and from Sydney to 
Bathurst, 

The concluding portion of Mrl Bai D - 
lut's evidence will, we are convinced, be 
so interesting to oar colonial readers, that 
we must quote it verbatim, 

" lathe re not a considerable want of 
domestic servants in Sydney ? A very 
great want of domestic servants. I am 
informed that (he wages of domestic ser- 
vants in Sydney are enormous now. 

" Supposing that, concurrently with 
other systems of cintgtation, a consider- 
able number of well-coniucted young 
women of good character were tent into 
the colony, would there be any difficulty 
in obtaining employment for them ■ 
They would' be employed with great 
readiness— in fact, great eagerness. 
"Would they lie able to mairy re- 
it>bly 1 If they were respectable fe- 
, they would be almost sure of ob- 
tiiriiflMfci ...settlement in marriage in the 
cubnvTPinnt 1 think thai females who 
their Omiiist lyeiifil he 



looked iipon iia ■ l*tietli S nt tnaritltOK 
would go out alone. 

"In the emigration that lias laken 
place from Ireland, it has frequently oc- 
curred that sisters have gone out under 
the care of their brothers and sisters-in- 
law ; under those circumstances tliey 
would probably he well received? In 
that case, the protection would be con- 
sidered quite sufficient. 

" Has the Sydney colony very greatly 
improved within your knowledge of if? 
Il hns very much. I recollect Sydney 
when it was a small scattered hamlet, and 
bow it i) > city nontaining 50,000 in- 
habitants. 

"As to the general habits and 
demeanour of the people of Syd- 
ney, the police regulations, and the 
peaceful ncss and order of the town, is 
there any considerable difference between 
what you have seen, comparing Sydney 
with towns at home 1 There is scarcely 
any difference ; and I hive heard many 
English gentlemen in Sydney remark, 
that Sydney is as well-conducted and 
orderly n town as almost any town in 
England, 

" Have you had occasion to read the 
evidence that was given, with respect 10 
the moral state of the Australian colo- 
nies, before a committee or the House of 
Commons some years back ? I have rend 
it. ' 

" Did you read it when you were re» * 
dent in lhe colony ? I did.

OFflCE TRAFFIC. 
Ma. Cumu.es K tnB 1. brother to the gen- 
tleman who held the office of Com mis - 
Bioner of the Insolvent Court) has ad- 
dressed to us a very angry letter respecting 
the article on office traffic, which appeared 
in the Herald a few days since, It was 
our intention when we first received lhe 
letter to publish it entire, but upon care- 
fully reading the article complained of, 
we can see nothing lo justify the tone 
assumed by Mr. C. Kuan, and shall there- 
fore only print that part of his commu- 
nication which really affects the question. 
Mr. K.. says — 

The following statement concerning how, 
and upon what terms, my brother obtained 
leave of absence is tboshnplo truth. Towards 
tho clojo of the year ISlfl, my brotltsr, 
vrhr) had been Buffering for somn 
years from the effects of a paralytic stroke, 
was informed by iiis medical attendants that a 
sea voynr-g and u short residence in Europe 
would most probably effect bis euro; ho ac- 
oordinpjly applied to tka Government for leave 
of absence, bV recci-rod an answer from the 
Colonial Secretary's Office in farming him that 
ids EEcelloncy would grant him eighteen 
moutlis' leave, but that during tlie term of such 
leave ho would iceelvei but half salary, and 
moreover that he could not depart until tho 
liovernmoni had insured Ihoiervices of a com- 
petent person to fulnt his duties during hi* ab- 
sence, lor the remaining halt' of the salary uf 
Chief Commissioner. My brother beJuE in- 
cecdinriiy nnstout to proceed to Europe, in 
hopes of having h is health completely restorod, 
accepted these terms, and ilic Ctovernrnoiit 
shortly afierwtrd* appointed Mr. Suitor, who 
I believe commenced tho duties of tho office 
on the 1st of January, 1317. Now, gentlemen, 
what was there '■ shameful, impudent, or in- 
decorous," in tills 1 

the assertions of which Mr, C. Kkib 
complains are these 1— ■ 

1st, That my brother put up his office with tho 
consent of (jovoriuncnt by auction, uud that il 
was knocked down to the highest bidder i that 
is to say, 10 him who would perforin the duties 
for the smallest remuneration : n transaction 
which, had it occurred, would havo been us 
iceful to the Government who permitted 
boIc, as to the aucdoneei who etfettcd 

it. 

Stud. Thnt Mr. Suitor received from toy 
brother not even half: the salary, but meru 
" joumeynmn lawyer's wages," ily brother 
had notliing whatever to do with lhe 
payment of Mr. Bailor, who drew his salary 
from the Colonial Treasury, and my brother 
received his hall salary from tho Tresaury In 
London. 

3rd. That tho salary of Clilef Commissioner 
is Si COO per annum; whereas it U but £ ill 0, 
Clio truth of which you may ascertain by ■ 
reference to the Colonial Treasurer. 

We liave thin Mr, C. Kxaa's testimony 
thai the principle which we complained of 
was acted, orl iu this, as it has be en in 
other cases, Mr. Commissioner Ksia 
could not, obtain leave of absence until 
some one waa found to perform the duties 
of the office at half the salary, which has 
been fixed upon as ■ proper remuneration 
for the person performing them, and cer- 
tainly we were right in calling jt>20& 
a year for a barrister holding a judicial 
office " journeyman lawyer's wages j" and 
arrangements of this nature riust he 
put an end to. 

So far as this particular case is con- 
cerned, we do not know that it will be 
necessary to refer to it again ; but the 
general subject,— this trading in official 
appointments, this pocketing of half sala- 
ries for which- no labour is performed — is 
of considerable importance to the public, 
and will require further notice : its effect 
upon the various branches of (he public 
service must be most injurious.

to the condition of some of our colonies, those 
of Australia iu particular. In to-day's papers 
you will sec a brief announcement as to Messrs, 
Sunderland ond Doyd bavins; yesterday had an 
interview with lhe Emigration Commissioners, 
Having just had 11 conversation with Mr. Ooyd 
(Boyd Brothers, Now Sank-buildings,) tlie 
writer ii nblc to give the substance of the inter- 
vie w, which was of the meat satisfactory nnturo 
as regards tho welfare of those lliriving colonics, 
and of the parties about -to be £cnt there. It 
appears that the cmnrniatiottcrs have nearly 
£100,030 at their disposal, arising fi6oi the 
colonial land revenues, and with this they ui- 
tend to despatch sonic 7030 emigrants of bolh 
sexes. In the choice of these, however, much 
more discrimination will be exercised than -was 
formerly tho case. A system of certificates si 
to character and eligibility is adopted, that 
will prevent many of Iho abuses complained of, 
before free emigration to tho antipodes was sus- 
pended, when gorcrninnnt vessels were freight ed 
with individuals perfectly useless to them- 
selves, auiln nuisance to the colonies. Tlie 
conditions now imposed will require a totcr- 
ahlo degree of respectability as to mcnnn, and 
full proof m to bodily health, industrious 
habits, and a knowledge of suitable trades or 
agricultural pursuits, before tlwr passage is 
granted, and mere paupers and invalids will 
h ave nochDncoofboingfoiatcdbypartshBum- 
blcsofeilliertownsor rural districts on tho Com. 
missioners. Tho work is already houie rapidly 
proceeded with, Two vossehi are now chartered 
at Ueptfiird, one for male the other for female 
passengers, families, ef course, not being scpar- 
rated, Another vessel will shortly be placed at 
Plymouth, another at Dublin, and others on 
other stations, as may he deemed adsisnhlc 
from the answers to tho Commissi oners' circu- 
lars, now sometime in circulation. The emi- 
gration will be proceeded with throughout the 
winter, ana will not, it may bo presumed, 
be limited by tho sum Homed, shcaild 
favourable accounts bo received, as there is 
every reason to hope there will, of the success 
of the first portion of the experiment. Nearly 
all the Australian settlements are in a pro- 
sperous condition, their solo want being labour, 
of Which it is quite impossible that too much 
call ho sent out, nt least for many years to 
come. The recent depreciation of their wool 
is against them a little, especially as the inter- 
change of advices respecting tlie state of the 
raarkots occupies such an mtormitiablo time at 

f resent. Hut tltis latter evil will bo corrected 
oforo long, thanks to Wnghom's company far 
steaming between Sydney and Singapore, the 
practical carrying out ot which project ntiv 
only awaits Itarl Grey's proffer of contract for 
conveying the mails between iho two ports jusl 
mentioned, and so completing, with the aid of 
tha Peni nsular and Oriental Company, the clr- 
cuiunavigsticn of the globe by stosm. Thnt no 
time may lie lost in the business, Waghorn has

Md's blacks. "Several of tho Port Fairy tribe 
-were cnarped close to Mr. Allan's hut, where 
they deemed tlicintelvcs in perfect safety, In 
the middle of the night, however, a party of 
tlio adverse tribe caioc upon litem, nnd a san- 
guinary conflict ensued. The contest, how- 
ever, was an unequal one, for lhe sleepers had 
not tune to get then- weapons, and the attack- 
ing party tell upon them with the fury of n 
pack of wolves. The wliitcs In the sdjoiiiing 
hut were awakened by tbe yells nnd groans of 
the belligerents, but hefora they could interfere 
the light had become a flying one. The at- 
tacking party otfectcd their retreat in safety ; 
one of tho Pore Fairy blacks was seen to drop 
down dead, and two others died in two days 
afterwards. Tlio bodies of the sufterers were 
dreadfully mangled, there being from fifteen

Otwny tribe, the lost man of nia race. Another 
of the sutTcrers was well known by the name 
of lioy Benuty. Tlie murderers ore well 
known, bot it is not likely thnt tho govern- 
ment will take sny steps for their apprehen- 
sion, or even offer 11 reword for the discovery 
of tho perpetrators. — Otetonff Advtrtittr. 

JtnvivAi or 'rnANsr-ORT-ATlOM, . — I havo

Mr, Nichols, rm the part of the defendant, 
ibjcctcd to llis client being easniuiBd, inas- 
much as he, tho defendant, had never been 
aubptcnaed, and as tliis was on unsettled point, 
lie (Mr, N.) would now take his Honvr the 
Commissioner's opuiion on tlio matter, lis 
(Mr. N.) submitted that it was not fair to a 
witness tocnll on him at once to give testimony, 
without first serving hiin with a aubpmna, ia 
order thnt ho might liave some opportunity of 
rccollccling hiioseif or refreshing his memory 
os to the evidence ho was to jive at tho trial [ 
mid in this case, if the defendant refused to so 
into the 1»k, under his (Mr. N.'.) advice, he 
would submit that tho Commissioner ought to 
wave his powei of committal, given him under 
tho 20th section of tho Court uf Requests 
Act of 1942. Tha tie tend mi! was' in the Court 
as a casual spectator, andnot subpmsed there, 
and if he could be colled upon suddenly 10 
give his evidence, any stranger who might 
happen to go into tho Court for a few minutes 

committed. 

Mr. Gould, who appeared for the pltuilisT, 
contended, that under tlio luth section of ths 
Act referred to it was in the discretion of ths 
Court to permit (ho plaintiff or defondoiit to bs 
called as a witness without being subpeoaaed ; 
that the objection of Mr. Nichols of the 
defendant not huvingbcen subptrmocd, and that 
therefore the Courlj in the event of that 
person's refusing to go into tlie witness box, 
could uot commit for contempt, must fall to 
the ground, iiuenqueli as tile 20th section of 
tbe Act give tho Cornaiissioiicr power 10 
punish, as in a summary way, "any plaintiff, 
defendant, or witness, neglecting to attend 
withcut sulhcLont cause, or refusing to be 
Bworn, or to answer any lawful question," and 
it did not say hi pursuance of a subptona. He 
(Mr. O.) was of ociniemthat Mr. Nichols's 
su'giuueiits hod relation to the practica of the 
Supremo Court, and not to this, 

Mr, NiciioLs, in reply, urged thnt the defen- 
dant must ho treated ru a witness, and the 
only power cf committal under tho 201b section, 
of the Act, was where " LheplsirulfL or dsfen- 
daut, ur witness, neglected to attend 'Trithoul 
sufficient cause," Now it wis ICO dear fur 

srgumcut that upon an application for an 
nttacliincut, pursuant to tho rule, or for the 
infliction of a fine or imprisonsoouL that it 
would bo a good and sufficient canst for a 
patty's not attending tho Court, that be had 
not been served with ft subpoena, and as he 
could not refuse to be swam or to answer any 
lawful question unless he was present, It wis 
clear thai the Act contemplated that a patty 
requiring the evidence of lua opponent, should 
subpoma, iiim hi tlie samo way u ho would 
a.iyotsicrwilness, Suppose tho defendant la\ 
tho Court now, at tltis present time, would tha 
learned Commissioner detain . hire, or 
had ho any power so to do I H» 
(Mr, N.) submitted that he had not, and 
that be would not compel the defendant to 
go into the witness box, as be bad not beta 
subpOHiucd to give evidence. 

The Coxmaaiosr.it was of opinion that the 
objection must be sustained. Etc thought that 
the defendant who was to bo called upon ss a 
witness ought to be subpecnaed, in order Hut 
ho might bo able to refresh his tuflmory as to 
tbe circumstance he was called upon to deposn 
to. Ho agreed withjMr. TTichols us to the cou- 
struelionof tho Sotholameof the Act, sad that 
ho had no power to commit for contempt uidcaa 
the party, the defendant, had been subpoenaed, 
as ho was tolled as a witness and not u a 
party to the suit. He would decline commit- 
ting the defendaut iu this case, This was the 
first lime this point Imd been brought bonira 
him, and he telt bound to decide it. It had 
often occurred to him previously before, 
although it had not until the present time been 
formally raised. 

Tho plaintiff, after this decision, not being 
able to cany his ease further, was nonsuited. 
In a 'subsequent ease before the Court tlw 

lii.it the delundaat in the caso had at onca 
^/X"! dcei^on saved it™, Ths 
plaintiff's sobcitor obiecujtl to bis going into 
tlie box, on the ground that aufflolcnt time 
far recollection had not been silnwed.

I hive confined 
my remarks to tho wuiti «fthe remote partaof 
the district. But X diuat remind you thnt we 
are not altogether without wants with regard 
to the church on this township, Tho church 
require! to be fenced in, and also roqnirea aome 
adiiuCM and alterationl, both intcinully and 
eiUraally.

In proportion as wo ourselves maintain right 
principles and right conduct, wo shall be ecu- 1 
ngenusin diasemijMeing those principles, and 
ineuctmiBging thnt conduct araongEt others,! 
Let us unite, let our motives be pure, and out 
sndeavouis earnest, and God will as- 
suredly give us BUCotaa. And wc shall 
haye tlia aatiiftction of liaving funned on 
ajaocia^ion, the benefita of which will be felt 
by jjjllijf^jiif' yot unborn. 

J4>, C. CinfBEii, in moving the first reso- 
lution, (for whjch ti!B □dvcrtlscmcnt) said, that 
althongo perhaps they had reason to be piqued 
with the attendance on the present occasion, 
when they considered how diflieult it was; on 
otdhuwy occasions to collect any number of 
persona out of their aeatlcrod population-yet 
as thin was not sn ordinary occasion lie vaa 
diasppointad, (speiially as to the ntlendance of 
the path a«. "otllng nsida what might ho 
tKitnci stiiclly jellgjoua motives, billet ought 
to eibibit real in every mittw pcrtainuig to 
the cause of out holy roliEion, if only from th<s 
coaaideration that tho Christian revelation find 
raised woman u her piopct alotion in society— 
had made her not lie mere household drudge 
o7maB-HHid thstoyofhin idle hours)- but Ma 
oomp^ni Ma 'counsellor, hia fellow- 
pilgrim to ".inn- niT. in purity and 



huruerauf— tliey vrnhtcr] clergymen and a 
maintenanc« for them; money, to . erect moro 
aliurehes and selioola— and lo keep them In a 
htate of repair — for the two churches in the 
district they had churchiiardenE, but What 
could these do r IF vvirnlowit ^-erc broken by 
hail, if roofs leukcd, or doors tpquirod paint- 
ing, they had no funda— neither had tlioy funds 
to repair a iwnouuge, or fence in d. churchyard, 
or pay n clerk, or do imythlng thht 
churchwardens were expected to do. 
Happy peoplo I They hod no 
tithca— no Church rates— in tliis eolony. 
Theso liurdoua they had left behind in tile old 
country 1 God forbid that ho ahould call 
tithes a tar exacted by Government— they 
were the otleritiga made by our ancestors when, 
aa we ore now, they wero called ujTon to rnako 
a proviaion for their clergy, Tlioy were a per- 
petual mortgage on eatntes, thoczhjinal owners 
of which hod been pious enough ao to encum- 
ber them, But they were generally hrrmEd 
taxes and burdens. Weil, the colonists 
wero tee from thorn, and were now 
called on to make a voluntary provi- 
sion for religious purposes insteiid. Or 
courat! Ihoso who objected to legal eorapulaury 
provision would cheerfully tome forward to 
make a voluntary one fot their clergy. This 
could be done cither ot the offertory, on* of the 
ohjecta of which, oa might bo deduced from 
more than onu of the passages of acrlpturo 
read, wua the maintenanco of theao who 
preach the gospel ; or through tile association 
now to ho established ; or by mcana of Ulster 
otferinga, a practico not Duly adinirablo, be- 
cause it betokens tlm devaut feeling which that 
aonaou qu(jI« to excite in the Christian's breast, 
but bceaitio persons of tho lowcaE can in it 
unite with those of tho liigheit rank. Wheal 
and bay— down lo a pair Df fowls and a few 
eggs, all are presents which every clorygyman 
would thankfully accept— and they muat 
bo dike grateful to the- jiva r and receiver, 
Vrtunj by the 
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^iorip PH^i L n purity and 
bus teacher' Vhcir RcytrinJ 
Ohatrman had well remarked thnt 
What Churchmen required in this colony 
was union— an union □[ oil classca-for the 
purpose of providlBgfcr tho support of Uicir 
clergy and sehooja. Th> rpight pptubly be 
promoted by tlie ItnoH-lcilgp ffl nn imjiortiint 
faci, vii.— that thoro li na fund froiii wliich we 
pan expect MBistanee. Tho port*™ of the 
nubUs f oven-ue allotted for tho maintenance [if 
gjEfflaa nf nil religious denominations has 
heoT eiiaustcd. Henceforth we muat do as 
our forefathers "did .ono flinusand years ago 
make a provision for ourapLfitual pasters and 
endow our rhurchca. It was enough to pto- 
Toke a sensible man's spleen to hear the igno- 
rant and wolw than idle itanarka which were 
frequently made throughout these districla. 
•■The DLShon ought to lend a olcrgyrrian to 
(b\» or thnt aunrter," « No ona Mfi to ^ok 
after my soui oi thoiB of my children, fhe 
Bishop might aa well sulci U rbifnTMl «>

hut the spontaneous 
influenced *by refpect and _ 
ritual pax-tor, cambincd with tlie higher feelings 
of gratitude to Ood, and iove of tlicir ilc- 
decnicr,ThisSoeioty willpreventtlic Ullplcniant- 
ness which has hitherto attended aironocmciits 
made by tho inhafjilanta of a pnrEiculnr locality 
for securing the ncrvtcci of a clergyiiion, 
arbing from hia having to go round 
from oho settler to another to rc- 
ocivo the promiacd contribution. How hush a 
necessity must thnt he to the mind of a geiiile- 
man, and aurely ho need not tell them tint 
Christianity fostered nil those high and gener- 
ous fcolinos that constituted tlio mind of a gen- 
tleman. If tho Lihabitanta of B imgobtlore for 
Snatauce would ratio £SC or £00 per annum to 
secure the aervicca of e clergyman for two 
Sundays in each month ; and the inhnbitantaof 
Molong to raise n aimilarBUtn for a similar pur- 
pose, the Coinmitlce of this Association could 
( like th e addi lional C urates' Sccietyin England ,) 
step in and arrange for the payment of these 
sums w a clergyman duly licensed by 
the Bishop of llio DiooosO to perform mom- 
iug aervico at one place, and afternoon 
sciricoot the other, lathis way reliuioua in- 
atruetion, according la the doctrino ana rites of 
tho Church of England, might he ojatrded to 
nearly all hoi aoatierdd raemherj throughout 
theso cxteniiro tllitricta ; bnt it might bo 
asked, why if the requisite arrangement be so 
easy, should wo be called upon to subscribe 
ten sliillinga a year in cosh for others ? llo- 
cause not only gcripturc hut a knowledge 
of tho world taught us that those 
who are most in need of a Re- 
deemer are the last lo seek him— they could 
not Baiter iheinselvcs thutthemajority of those 
who bear the Christian name, " worship the 
rather in spirit and in truth." The indifference 
produced hy long exclusion from a Christian 
sanctuary on tho part of tho 6qunllcra, small 
sctt'en, and their servants, was euch, thnt tho 
wandering preacher who occasionally visited 
them must experience aensatioris aknt lo tho 
prophet's, when it was. said unto him t '< pro- 
phesy upon these bones and day unto thorn, 0 
yo dry bones, hear the word of tho Lord." 
And thia unhappy deadncsa to spiritual thinga 
must inurcoBc u not speedily arrested. It 
used to he rugucd once ill England that 
our inanufacturcra and minors did not go 
to church bccaiiso Ihoy lad no churches of 
hand to go to. liutithatbccn remarked tliat 
tho nowlv erected churches hi England are not 
filled, AndwIutUi thotcaaon osaigncd! one 
that ought to alarm us, vix,, tliat when a papu- 
lation has fallen away through generations of 
neglect from Christian habits, tlie process of 
recovery is necessarily a slow ona. Mr. Camp- 
bell tlicn alluded to parochial schools. He 
thought liiat at our public mcotiiigswe (lid nut 
generally da juetlce to ourselves by showing 
plainly that, while wo arc determined not to 
surreuder the aacrcd principle that religion 
must accompany, audaait were hallow, secular 
knowledge, wo do not prevent tho children of 
those who unhappily ore not of tho soma faith, 
from enjoying the advantage of acquiring bccu- 
lar learning in our schools, He was rejoiced 
to see that the Siihop had endeavoured to 
owidtcn the inhabitants of Qoulbrini to the ne- 
cessity of forming a prenrietnry graiumar 
school. Unless a tew schools of tltia dcacrip* 
tion were soon formed, the children of settlers 
would not generally obtain aa much 0(3 ucation 
aa tho commonest trodettniin in London would 
deem necessary for hia son, before, at iiflecn or 
si^tecTi years of cge, he was oppfenticed. 
Gtit&nbeyan waa not yet, ha briievctl, ripe for 
a school ol this kind—but if this association 
prospered, it might, by i»creiiailig the 
stipend of tho vilhige schoot-aiaster, aurely 
tempt some one to undertake the duties, who 
would be qualified 10 give Itie children of those 
who who wished it somclliing mora than the 
mere elements of en English education. This 
would bo one step, and at tho ttnto of general 
education in Scotland proved, aniostlmporunl 
one. Mr, C. concluded hy earnestly imploring 
all who wished well bo the cause of our holy 
religion lo come forward and support thoTn- 
rothiil Association, and thus excite amcngat 
the colonists generally a different feeling from 
that nnder tho influence of wluch a large 
squatter at Maneroo, who possessed eu.OOO 
sheep and 30GD bend of cattle, coutribuLcd

Mr. Macqviod, in aeconding the resolution, 
after a few introductory remarks, said ; 
Tho spiritual destitution from which this 
extensive district is auHering has been to fully 
explained by the reverend Chairman in his 
opening address that it has become unnecessary 
for mo to say anything further upon this 
portion of the subject; I take it for granted 
that you arc convinced that it prevails, and to 
llie extent described ;— with inspect, however, 
to tlie remedy now proposed for rcmovinj? it hv 
the formation of a I'nroehial Association, I 
cannot, m n well-attached member of tho 
Churph of England, content myself with being 
sosUen^bcitisacrtsiblouf (he great difficulty 
thctc always is in engaging the attention of 
the public to any imderlmcing where a demand 
lias to be made upon the purse; this, 
therefore, must form my apology 
for detaining the meeting with a few 
ohscrvnlioua. In the first jiwx I would wish 
to impress Upon you that, in Order to succeed 
in pying a sound constitution to. thia asaocia. 
tion, shore must be no lukcwarmness on our 
parts, otherwise there will bo a failure. Our 
numbers nro few, although I believe there are

ain wnrreiucd in auTinjr, tliot it is a valued iu- 
stituliim in llui molliu country ; and tlie ehiof 
ohject of this usmcitilioti is to intike luovisiou 
lur tbe mointciiaiico of additional cIcrL'yincti 
ot the Church of England for this, duitrict. 
llere tlicn I pass from the necessity lo aay a 
low words with respect to the jtiiletpxl ad- 
vantage wo nro to derive from the formation of 
this association, ^lkich 13 thu one just apeeilled, 
— the provision lo bo malic for securing, the 
service of at least one additional clergyman;

among them, ktus, I say, attain every nerve 
we can to rai*o that sum which will enable ua 
to provide ,111 endowment for a clergyman, 
who, together with our chairman, the Itev, E, 
Smith, when the Intter shall bo relieved of one- 
half of his present Inultlfnrious dudes in this ex- 
tensive district, will, I make no doubt, take 
core that tlie subject of education be not 
abandoned for the want of funds to carry it 
out, — on tho contrary, the regard for religion 
and tlie desire for education must be increased 
under tlio labours of fira clergymen, In tlio 
menn time, let us lay mombrrs bestir our- 
selves, and exert that influence which we 
ought la posses* with our servnnts. Tho most 
of those we have uro of unsettled habits, and 
have no other desire than to spend their even- 
ings in the public-house ; to apply to these fo 
a subscription would certainly be fruitless, hu 
there are, I think, a few well-conducted men 
on each esfebbshmcn*, who have been with 
their employers for a 'number of years. Ictus 
0,1k item whether they will not come forward 
with n auhscription which cannot, from the 
emallness of the amount, bear heavily upon 
any one of cheat, and who can tell that by such 
n atop out connexion as master nnd servant 
will end in thia world? May we not rather 
hope thatour union as Christians in a far better 
one, will, under the hlcssinc; of Divine lVovi-- 
denco, ba thereby promoted? Willi those re- 
marks, 1 beg to second llie resolution,
